Special classes, prompted by the 
numerous requests of returning 
war veterans, will begin at Chaf- 
fey Junior college on March 25, 
Leo Wadsworth, director, an- 
nounced today. 


Although registration will not 
begin until March 15, Mr. Wads- 
worth said that he anticipated be- 
tween 30 and 50 enrollment. He 
made this estimate on the basis of 
the number of inquiries that he has 
had from veterans ever since the 
second semester began in Feb- 
ruary. 


“These classes will be on an ac- 
celerated basis and students will 
receive credit for half a semester,” 
Mr. Wadsworth said, “They wil! 
carry eight units but will put in 
double time cn each class.” 

This special acceptance of stud- 
ents after the regular sémester 
has begun is being done primarily 
to accommodate veterans who 
were discharged too late to en- 
roll in February, or those who 
have just decided to return to 
school, Mr, Wadsworth said, al- 
though others wishing to enroll 
may do so at this time, 

Chaffey is believed to be one 
of the few colleges making these 
special arrangements for veterans. 
Ancther mid-semester registra- 
tion for veterans was held several 
months ago. 

Plans are also underway to hold 
a seven-week summer session, Mr. 
Wadsworth declared. While it had 
been thought that summer school 
would be discontinued after the 
war the numerous requests both 
by veterans and others prompted 
Chaffey school authorities to con- 
tinue with it this year.

Feeling that since the Veterans’ 
Memorial will be a community pro- 
ject the Legion agreed that the 
best way to assure its success 
would be to get the entire city be- 
hind it. It was pointed out by 
several members that the building 
when completed would be open for 
use by other service clubs in the 
city as well as by the Boy and 
Girl Scouts. 

Plans were also made last night 
to start a canvass among Legion 
members to determine how much 
money can be raised in that way.

Council Accepts 
Civic Center. 
Site Report 


The city council last night ac- 
cepted the area recommended by 
its special committee for a civic 
center site and referred it to the 
planning commission for study as 
to the buildings that could be in- 
cluded in the new site. 

The report as submitted to the 
council designates the city’s civic 
center to be bounded by the fol- 
lowing: 

By the north line of the Blehm 
and American Legion property to 
Second avenue, south to the Pacific 
Electric right of way, west to 
Euclid avenue and north to D 
street, east to First avenue and 
north to the north line of the 
Blohm property. 

The council at the same time 
went on record as favoring taking 
steps to see what can he done 
about acquiring the property south 
of the’ ¢ity ‘hall. The motion to 
accept thé committee's findings 
was made by Councilman James 
Goodban and seconded by Council- 
man Ray Sherwood. 

While it was felt that even with 
this much smaller area the pro- 
gram of building a civic center 
was more of the future than the

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Civic Center Site Should

A civic center site, far more acceptable to the general 
public, was recommended to the Upland city council last 
night.

While public officials in this area are generally very 
alert in meeting situations, incidents are frequently noted of 
people being disgruntled because of “cold treatment” by 
some official. 

It-is observed that a careful check is made on the con- 
tent of the films in California penitentiaries. Some films might 
be harmful to the prisoners, it is pointed out. In other words, 
far more care is being shown the prisoners than the many 
thousands of children who see all the gangster films as they 
come off the screen lots. 

The important question is not whether a thing is right or 
left, but whether’ it is right or wrong.

Other causes included car 
accidents, 2; cerebral hemorrhage, 
2; premature babies, 2, and tu- 
berculosis asphyxiation and teta- 
nus, one each. 

A total of 66 births was re- 
ported by Mrs. Cassell, with 34 
girls born in February compared 
to 32 boys.
